


QUIGLEY distinguishes itself 
from other films of this genre 
as it is an American western set 
in 1860's Australia. In addition 
to which, it actually uses the 
country as a character unto 
itself. While the protagonists 
are Americans, the events in 
the story are uniquely 
Australian; its geography and 
its history playing integral 
roles in the film. 

"The script had gone through 
SO many drafts that it felt very 
unnatural, almost farcical, very 
much an outsider's view of 
what Australia must be like," 
explains director Simon 
Wincer, one of Australia's 
leading filmmakers ("The Man 
From Snowy River", 

"Phar Lap") and an Emmy 
Award-winner for the 
acclaimed television 
miniseries "Lonesome Dove." 
"But at its heart there was a 
great story," Wincer enthuses. 
"I agreed to take on the 
picture, with Tom Selleck as 
Quigley, on a condition that 
we could make the film 
accurately Australian, as 
opposed to an American 
western superimposed on 
Australia." 

While QUIGLEY is a fictional 
tale, Wincer notes, "The film is 
historical without being'a = = $$ §  #$-§=@ 2 7 
history.’ We went back to the 
original script and included 
many events which actually 
occurred in Australia's history. 
American soldiers of fortune 
did come to Australia, as well 
as the English, the Irish, 
Germans and Spanish. It was 
the Last Frontier in every 
sense. Quigley became a 
wonderful, unlikely Australian 
legend." 

For producer Alex Rose, 
QUIGLEY was a project she 
found compelling in many 
ways. "The main character 
embodies values and heroic 
qualities which every man and 
woman likes to feel he or she 
carries within," she explains. 


"Quigley is uncompromising. 6 
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He has a strong belief system 
and can't be swayed by power 
Or money to do something he 
doesn't want to do. Cora, on 
the other hand, is 
unconventional and unbridled, 
and that allows for a lot of 
interpretation, and for her to 
become something very 
special on screen. 

"When I first read the script, 
four or five years ago, | 
wanted to do it, to play 
Quigley," recalls Tom Selleck. 
"Some movies don't get made 
right away and some float 
around for years and never 
get made. But this script was 
too good not to. It had to get

Woman", welcomed the chance 
to play Crazy Cora in QUIGLEY.

For his part, Selleck shares,

sense of humour, which also 
helps give her character, and 
her character's relationship 
with Quigley, nice depth."
